37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested clarification of the last office action. First, 
applicant questioned that the rejection applied to claim 23 appeared to be a 102 rejection. However, examiner used a 
term "obvious" in the rejection which confused applicant. Examiner explained that the rejection applied to claim 23 is 
102/103 rejection which means that examiner believes that the pressure range does not render any structural 
differences between the claimed invention and Wennerstrum et aL However, if arguably that the claimed pressure 
range needs to give any patentable weight for the structure, then 103 rejection of obviousness applied. Applicant also 
qeustioned about the support and prove the criticality of the pressure in 132 affidavit mentioned in last six lines of the 
examiner's argument and argued that MPEP does not require the 132 affidavit to include test data for supporting and 
proving the criticality. Examiner agreed that it is not necessary for the 132 affidavit to include any test data for 
supporting and proving the criticality of the pressure. The comment made by the examiner in last six lines of paragraph 
1 8 of last office action is just a suggestion from the examiner. The test data to show criticality of the claimed numerical 
range will establish the nexus between the objective evidence of nonobviousness and the claimed invention. See 
MDPE 716.01 (a)-(c).
